The easternmost point of the 
Allied advance was within 1,000 
yards of the river Muance, which 
flows east of Troarn and forms the 
first appreciable water obstacle 
east of the Orne. 

The German garrison was put- 
ting up a stiff fight at Troarn, 
but the British were battering 
in from the west, and had con- 
solidated commanding positions 
above nearby Emievilile. 

Meagre reports from the Ameri- 
can front said the First Army had 
completed the mop-up of the Vire 
river bend northwest of St. Lo and 
established outposts a few hundred 
yards southwest And southeast of 
the captured fortress city. 

Gritish troops bolstering the 
right wing of the drive beat the 
hard-fighting Germans back 
steadily in the Noyers sector 
southwest of Caen, overrunning 
Strategic positions including valu- 
able high ground and capturing 
the village of Landelle, a mile 
west of Noyers which still was in 
German hands. 


British tanks spearheading the 
Caen break-through were revealed 


to be under the command of Lt./ 


Gen. Sir Richard (Rory) O'Connor, 
who was captured in Libya in 1941 
and escaped two years later to re- 
sume his military career. 


LED DESERT FORCE 

O'Connor commanded a force in 
the western desert under Gen. Sir 
Archibald P. Wavell. He was cap- 
tured near Derna along with Gen. 


Philip Neame. Last January it 
was disclosed that an air marshal 
and two generals had escaped. Now 
they are identified as O'Connor, 
Neame and Air Marshal Owen T. 
Boyd. 

On the American front Lt. Gen, 
Omar N. Bradley's First Army ad- 
vanced west of St. Lo. and swung 
southeast from points northwest of 
the captured town, closing a loop 
in which a few German rear guards 
remained, 

Above St. Lo, just west of Re- 
milly-Sur-Lozon, the doughboys 
pushed along a tiny stream and 
captured the villages of Le 
Varde, Thiebots and L’Ange. 

Front dispatches carrying for- 

ward the delayed reports at head- 
quarters indicated that British 
assault forces had taken the rail 
station of Troarn, seven miles east 
of Caen, and were battering 
through the streets of the strategic 
village which was in Allied hands 
briefly earlier in the campaign. 


REACHED LAST NIGHT 


The British reached the outskirts 
of Troarn last night, McMillan re- 
ported. An Exchange Telegraph 


dispatch from the front said they | 


now were charging in against 
fierce opposition, while other units 


penetrated Bourgebus and fought | 


in the streets of the highway junce- 
tion five miles southwest of Caen. 

The maximum advance down 
the trunk highway to Paris car- 
ried to Vimont, eight miles below 
Caen and five miles south of 
Troarn. Behind the British lay 
the rubble-strewn ruins of a 
dozen villages and strong points 
almost blasted out of existence 
by the impact of the armored 
drive and the record aerial bom- 
bardment which paralyzed the 
German defences at the outset of 
the break-through assault. 

The battlefield with the break- 
through area “looks like nothing 
any soldier ever saw,” McMillan 
reported. He quoted a tank crew- 
man as saying: 

ERIE BATTLEFIELD 

“It seems to us more like a battle- 
field amidst the craters of the 
moon. It is really erie, with its bomb 
craters, empty villages and pockets 
of German dead.” 

An earlier dispatch from Mc- 
Millan said there still was fight- 

ing around the villages of Cum- 
verville, Bigerville, Saunderville, 


Bannervilie, Campagne and Cag- | 


ny, but “these are only names, 
because the places themselves are 
mortuaries. These villages are 
like a chain of cemeteries, happily 
it is mainly German dead.”

Alberta's labor legislation is admittedly 
the most advanced in Canada. Legislative 
action has been taken, in a broad progres- 
sive way, to provide for fair wages, reason- 
able hours of work, payment of wages 
earned, collective bargaining, settling labor, 
disputes, safe working conditions and safe- 
guarding the health of workers. 

These provisions cover all classes of 
labor including women workers.

The Male Minimum Wage Act of 1936 
which was the first general wage order in 
Canada. This act sets a basic wage for 
all except farm and domestic labor. 

The Hours of Work Act of 1936 which 
sets forth a schedule of hours and provides 
a weekly day of rest. 

The Tradesmen’s Qualification Act of 
1936 which protects skilled tradesmen and 
the public from inferior competition and 
workmanship and assures safety measures 
to protect workers from injury while work- 
ing and protects public safety while using 
services or products of skilled labor. 

The Industrial Conciliation and Arbitra- 
tion Act of 1938 grants to labor full col- 
lective bargaining rights, protects workers 
against discrimination and provides for the 
conciliation and arbitration of labor dis- 
putes, 

The Industrial Wages Security Act of 
1938 provides a guarantee for the payment 
of wages of workers in coal mines. 

The Trades School Regulation Act of 
1941 protects students from inferior in- 
struction by setting up standards required 
of trades schools whether practical or by 
correspondence. This legislation has been 
widely copied in other provinces. 

The Labor Welfare Act of 1943 .guar- 
antees safe and sanitary working condi- 
tions and prompt payment of wages. 

All this labor legislation, the most com- 
plete and progressive in Canada, is rigidly 
enforced by regular government inspection 
of industry and working conditions in every 
part of the province. 

These are incontrovertible facts which 
Alberta voters will consider carefully when 
they go to the polls on August 8.

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Industrial Research 


The federal department of agriculture, 
it is announced, has established a wool re- 
search laboratory at Lethbridge. It will be 
a field laboratory for the study of the 
evaluation of fibres in the fleeces as a basis 
for breeding work. 

This sort of thing is essentially valu- 
able to the people of Canada. The wool in- 
dustry is an important one and every step 
taken to perfect its operations with the as- 
sistance of science adds materially to the 
national income. 

But while this principle of research is 
being applied to wool and many other 
native industries, is it being applied in a 
sufficiently broad manner to prospective 
new industries which might be imported 
from Europe after the war? 

It is expected that the post-war ears 
will bring to Canada a considerable rush 
of immigration from European countries. 
Included among these immigrants will 
doubtless be large numbers of individuals 
possessing special skills in manufacture. 
There will be experienced workers in pot- 
tery, in chinaware, in glass and scores of 
other industrial enterprises which have not 
yet been introduced into the Canadian ec- 
onomy in a substantial way.

Education for Veterans 


Dr. Sidney E. Smith, newly appointed 
assistant to the principal of the University 
of Toronto, says that university courses 
will have to be “specially adapted” to 
serve the needs of thousands of men and 
women returning from active service 

What Dr. Smith says is essentially true 


in the sense that Canadian universities 
will have to go back to the origina! uni- 
versity conception of dealing with the 


minds of mature adults. At present most 
Canadian universities, in most of their 
courses, offer merely continuations of high 
school training. 

This is said, not in-criticism of universi- 
ties, but in recogniti.s of the fact that 
circumstances have compelled universities 
to change. The average age of those pre- 
genting themselves for university training 
has steadily declined. 

The change, however, has not been for 
the better. Institutions which were orig- 
inally conceived as places for the ripening 
and maturing of adult intellects have had to 
limit the philosophic dosage to the capa- 
city of younger people 

There is a good chance then, that as 
post-war conditions gradually increase the 


cedure may result in some kind of a mea- 
sure, long advocated, to compel the oe Th 
tion of some sort of a hiatus between high 
school. and university—some gap, filled 
with physical or military training or state- 
subsidized travel, so that the young stu- 
dent will not be pitchforked too precipit- 
ously into university courses which, if 
maintained at their proper standards, he 
does not properly understand, or which, if 
modified to suit his capacity, result in the 
degradation of the aah ideal. 


Freedom of the Press 


United States Senator Carl A. Hatch of 
New Mexico has fallen upon a pertinent 
idea when he suggests that the guaran- 
teed freedom of the press, in all countries, 
should be a positive part of the peace plan. 

His notion is that an international 
| agreement should be promulgated where- 
| by all governments should agree not to 
| interfere with the gathering and filing of 
news. 

} Some of the more backward nations 
| might argue that such an agreement would 
} be an invasion of their sovereignty, that 
they should retain the exclusive power to 
say what should be printed and what 
| should not be printed within their domains. 

That: argument might apply to news 
comment. The matter is debatable, but 
some countries might feel that they would 
like to retain jurisdiction over the editorial 
interpretation placed on news. Indeed, 
some such domestic control might be de- 
| sirable since, in comment, the news can be 


distorted for evil purposes just as easily 
as it is explained for benign purposes. 
But surely the time has come to recog- 
nize that pure news, the unadulterated 
record of what actually happens, without 
any speculative or interpretive embroidery, 
should be as free and uncontrollable, in 
normal times, as the air or sunshine. 
Every man has a right to know the 
true story of what is going on in the world 
about him. Facts should not be rationed.

Wartime Elections Act of 
1917 Also Contained a 
Bias

In principle, alihough not in de- 
gree, there is nu difference between 


| section 5 of the amendments to the 
| Dominion Election Act now before 


Parliament and tne Wartime Elec- 
tions Act of 1917. ; 

As introduced in the House of 
Commons by Hon. Norman Mc- 
Larty, secretary of state, on June 
8, the amendments (section 5) con- 
template the disfranchisement of 
persons because they are of enemy 
blood. All that is necessary to dis- 
franchise these persons in a Domin- 
ion election is that one province 
should disfranchise them provin- 
cially. In the Senate, the discrimina- 


| tion has been restricted to a single 


racial group—the Japanese. The 
principle, however, is unchanged. 
The Wartime Elections Act of 
1917, among other but no rmore fla- 
grant injustices, disfranchised per- 
sons of enemy birth, or of alien 
enemy mother tongue, who had 
been naturalized since 1902. As a 
means of illustrating the serious- 
ness of this feature of the legisla- 
tion now before Parliament, it is 


| worth while recalling the 1917 legis- 


lation. 
* * * 


The Borden government brought 
down the Wartime Elections Act, in 
September, 1917, and it was immedi- 
ately and vigorously attacked by the 
Liberal party and by Liberals gen- 
erally. Liberal members, like W. A 
Buchanan of Alberta, who 
broken with Laurier on conse 
refused to support the b 
The government, under cross fire, 
did its best to defend it on the 
ground, as stated by Mr. Meighen 
that “our only motive is to safe- 
guard the franchise of this country 
in a perilous crisis, in the interest 
of the Canadian people and for no 
party advantage at all.” 

Sir Wilfrid spoke on Sept. 10 and 
moved an amendement which fits 
precisely the 1944 situation. His 
motion, with equal force could be 
moved against the bill under de- 
bate at Ottawa. The amendment 
read 

“That this bill be not now read 
a second time but that it be re- 
solved that the abridgment by 
this Parliament of the electora!

The Liberal party of that day, 
however, took up the challenge and 
never rested until the law was re- 
placed and the rights of those dis- 
franchised by it restored. The Lib- 
eral Monthly of October, 1917, and 
later months, reflects the attitude of 
the party. It was recalled that the 
South African war was caused by 
precisely this kind of an act on the 
part of President Kruger. The Bor- 
den government, said the Liberals, 
had adopted Oom Paul's methods. 

“There is an attempt,” said the 
Liberal Monthly, “to becloud the 
vision of the people by cowardly 
and unjustifiable accusations and 
insinuations of latent disloyalty or 
worse against the disfranchised 
citizens of the Dominion and 
against the Liberal party, which 
has unmasked this political camou- 
flage, and has undertaken to de- 
fend British principles. The 
fundamental principle of British 
law and of the British constitution 
as handed down to us for centuries, 
and only won after an arduous 
Struggle against the barons since 
the time of King John, is that the 
people shall govern. ... The trail of 
Prussianism is over the attitude and 
acts of the Borden government and 
in no place are the evidences of 
autocracy so clear as in the framing 
and enacting of the notorious . 
Franchise Act which has been 
foisted upon the people of Canada 
by the Junkers under the direction 
of the tariff and money barons of 
the Dominion. But not satisfied with 
depriving thousands of loyal citi- 
zens of their legitimate rights, not 
Satisfied with treating the solemn 
promises of the nation to these citi- 
zens as scraps of paper, not satis-

Butter production in Alberta 
for the month of June shows a 
slight gain over the amount p?o- 
duced in June, 1943, according to 
figures released Thursday by D. 
H. McCallum, provincial dairy 
commissioner, 

Total amount produced in June, 
1944, was 5,514,700 pounds, Blt | 
moré than were produced in the 
same month last year, when 5,505,- 
889 pounds were made. 

By divisions, the 1944 total is 
made up as follows: Northern Al- 
berta, 2,538,337 pounds; central, 1,- 
970,533 pounds; south, 1,005,830 
pounds. While production in the 
north was up dy 49 per cent over 
1943 figures, central and southern 
figures dropped by 2.3 and 6 per 
cent respectively 

For the month, Canadian butter 
production, 45.531.104 pounds, was 
down 2.2 per cent from 1943 totals.

produced in 1943, The Canadian 
cheese figure went up by 146 per 
cent to 30,884,616 pounds for the 
same period.

INDIGNATION AROUSED 


“What aroused my indignation 
was the attempt of M. J. Coldwell 
to accuse by inference the Social 
Credit party of acting like the Nazis 
in attacking the Jews. Mr. Cold- 
well’s statement and that subse- 
quent action by his supporters con- 
form to the tactics used in the 
totalitarian countries.” 

Mr. Landeryou said he had re- 
ceived a cut on his neck and a 
bruise on his ear while being 
ejected. 


COLOWELL DECLARES 
HE WAS MISQUOTED 
OTTAWA, July 20—(CP)—M, 

J, Coldwell, CCF leader, said in 
a telegram to The Canadian Press 

here yesterday that he had been 
misquoted in a dispatch from 

Lethbridge, Alta, Tuesday night 

and continued that he had not 
charged Norman Jaques (SC— 

Wetaskiwin) with saying that 
Canadian finance was controlled 
by Jews. 

“IT sajd that he quoted the Proto- 
cols of Zion in parliament to sup- 
port his assertion international fin- 
ance was controlled by Jews who 


were plotting to control the world,”| 


said Mr. Coldwell in his telegram. 

(Mr, Coldwell’s statement on the 
Lethbridge platform was followed 
by J. C. Landeryou, Social Credit 
nominee for Lethbridge in the Al- 
berta provincial election, saying that 
if the C.C.F. leader was saying the 
Social Credit party was against the 
Jews he was a “liar.” Mr. Lander- 
you was carried bodily from the 
meeting when he refused to apolo- 
gize.) 


DEBATE IN COMMONS 

In a debate in the Commons on 
July 12, 1943, Mr, Jaques quoted 
from the ProtocOls of Zion, saying 
he did not guarantee their authen- 
ticity. During his reading Mr. 
Coldweli interjected the remark 
that he did not believe in the Pro- 
tocols, but Mr. Jaques said the 
truth of statements in the docu- 
ments about the power of gold 
could not be denied. 

“As for the statement that a 
certain group of people are using 
gold, and that there is danger, , 
surely that cannot be denied,” 
said Mr, Jaques. 

He said there had been “a de- 
liberate plot” on behalf of world 
financiers to reduce the world to 
a state of servitude and he did not 
propose to run away from the issue 
because “you may injure the feel- 
ings, if you like, of the Jews.”

| power potential. Moreover, the 
surface operations to obtain 
bases cannot be successful with- 
out support of aviation, thereby 
siphoning off air power for a sec- 
ondary or tactical purpose, 
Such is the vicious circle formed 
by the physical fact of inadequate 
| range in our present aircraft. It is 
|a circle that can only be broken by 

the construction of the kind of big- 
|}ger bombers referred to by Gen- 
| eral Meyers. Those bigger aircraft 


| will differ from the B-29 in the fact 


that they will be able to strike at 
Japan from primary bases such as 
those in Alaska, Australia and In- 
dia. These bases are already safely 
in our hands; they don't have to be 
fought for. Secondly, they are vast 
enough to accommodate equipment 
of the necessary magnitude. Fin- 
ally, they are beyond the range of 
hostile land and sea forces and 
| therefore immune to the kind of 
surprise assaults that may be ex- 
pected by small islands scattered 
in the Pacific.
